HISTORY 


Sixty-four years ago, four Sisters of 
"Les Soeurs de Misericorde" arrived in 
Winnipeg from Montreal to heed the cry of un¬ 
fortunate girls and unwanted children. This 
was the first step in the development of what 
is now our MISERICORDIA GENERAL HOSPI¬ 
TAL. 

The present hospital site, overlooking the 
Assiniboine River, was purchased in 1899. At 
the turn of the century the first wing was opened, 
accommodating sixty-five obstetrical patients. 

The north and centre wings were completed seven 
years later, bringing the bed capacity to one hun¬ 
dred and forty. 

With the support and encouragement of numer¬ 
ous qualified Doctors and satisfied patients, "THE 
MISERICORDIA," became a general hospital in 1916, 
adding to its obstetrical service two new departments: 

Medicine and Surgery. That same year saw the found¬ 
ing of the MISERICORDIA SCHOOL OF NURSING. 

Within six short years, the Misericordia was ap¬ 
proved as a Grade "A" hospital by the Catholic Asso¬ 
ciation of Federated Hospitals and the American Col¬ 
lege of Surgeons, and has steadily endeavored to main¬ 
tain a high standard of practice and service. 

In 1925 a modern fireproof wing was constructed 
containing seven spacious operating rooms, laboratories, 
x-ray departments and administration offices, as well as 
additional private and semi-private rooms with a large 
solarium on each floor. Today there are training programmes 
in both the x-ray and laboratory departments. 

An increasing number of patients necessitated addi¬ 
tional construction, and by 1949 the bed capacity had risen 
to approximately three hundred. 

The newest portion of our hospital, The Cornish wing, 
was completed in 1957, accommodating one hundred eighty- 
nine making a total of four hundred seventy-five beds ready for 
the care of the sick. 

Presently our hospital is run efficiently by eighteen Sis¬ 
ters of Misericordia and a large friendly staff including Doctors, 
nurses, social worker, physiotherapists, engineers, dietitians--- 
we could go on and on. 

Our school of nursing has become successful in its main 
aim: to develop a good nurse; which implies developing a fine 
woman, and a good member of the community. One thousand one 
hundred and thirty-three graduates have come from this hospi¬ 
tal and can be found in many parts of the world caring for the 
sick, lessening pain, and teaching health concepts to the 
community and to their own families. In the future many more 
professional nurses will graduate from the Misericordia hold¬ 
ing dear the memory of their "Alma Mater" as they remem¬ 
ber it. The coming years will, no doubt see more develop¬ 
ment, more changes, new faces, but always, the heart 
will be "MISERICORDIA”.
